He was moved to write to me a a run 
in County Wicklow. He went out in the 
evening with his wife and family in order to 
enjoy @ slow drive through the shady by- 
roads, and when wishful to return sought a 
laneway where he could reverse without in- 
terfering with the rest of the traffic. Seeing 
one some distance away, approached it at 
a snail's pace, and then stopped The next 
moment he heard a shout the screeching 
of brakes, and a high-powered car shot past 
with one wheel in ditch. It was a near 
thing, and the driver of the hi 


abused my correspondent roundly. 
Both Guilty. 


My corr dent admits that he did not 
signal that he was about to stop. He claims 
that there was no necessity to do so, as the 
road was straight, and for a couple of hun. 
dred vards he had been travelling ac less than 
a walkin pee Nevertheless, I cannot hold 
him guil e should have signalled. The 
other man, as was the more culpable. 
In the first place, he misjudged his distance, 
and in the second place he relied too much 
upon his brakes. ) 

It is desirable, of course, to keep brakes 
in perfect order, but the motorist should not 
put his trust in brakes alone. Indeed, they 
should be put on hard and suddenly only in 
a real emergency. Drivers should always 
keep an eye on the traffic ahead, and keep a 
reassnable distance from ‘t by easing the 
throttle. If the pace must. Le reduced still 
further, then the clutch should be thrown 
out and the brakes applied. Used sensibly in 
that way, brakes will wear for a long time 
without needing adjustment. 


Driving Tests. 


There has been a great deal of talk recently, 
SCE in the North oí Ireland, where 
eral regrettable accidents have occurred, of 
instituting tests for who apply for a 
driver's licence. I admit that there is room 
for improvement in the present system, under 
which even a deaf and dumb man can obtain 
a licence, but I would not go so far as some 
advocates of reform. 
A Roya| Commission considered the question 
a conside ble time ago, and pointed out that 
the only Way in which a man could be effi- 
ciently trajned as a driver was by actual 
experience bí driving.

‘he total loss arising. from bad transport is 
not less than £1, and probably is nearer £2 
per head on cattle shipped from Dublin and 
other Free State ports. 

The particular point on which I hope you 
will have the active support of all your 
readers is in your effort to bring about the 
improvement of our roads for both cattle and 
other .transportation, . As chairman of the 
committee of the Irish Motorists’ Union, I 
have, with my colleagues, been giving close 
attention to the road question’ as it affects our 
agricultural and industrial prospects, and I 
am convinced that you are right when you 
say that “there cap no real hope of 
betterment either in the cattle trade or in 
any other branch of Irish economics ’’ until 
our railways and roadways are effectively 
linked up in a national transport systent.

Secondary Teachers (Ireland) we desire to 
express Our entire agreement with the timely 
and vigorous protest made by the Catholic 
Headmasters’ Association against the Style 
and standard of the mathematical papers set 
at the recent certificate examinations for 
secondary schools and - against the general 
policy of the Department of Education as 
regards mathematics. While endorsing the 
criticisms of the C.H.M.A., we wish to make 
some additional observations, 

Easy marking in the case of difficult papers 
is generally no remedy, but in the case of 
these mathematical papers, by reason of their 
general unsuitability and abnormal difficulty, 
easy marking would be quite unsatisfactory. 
We hold, rather, that the fairest solution 
would now be to a on the examination in 
mathematics altogether, and to hold a sub- 
stitute examination in September with papers 
set by practical teachers. The, genesis of the 
present ‘situation turns, we think, on the 
policy which gives all power in relation to 
mathematics into the hands of an expert or 
group of experts, to the exclusion of the whole 
body of working teachers. We have re- 
peatedly urged the Department of Education 
to set up a consultative committee, repre- 
sentative of all interests, to deal with the 
various problems of educational development 
and the practical operation of the new pro- 
gramme. The disastrous result in mathe- 
matics may, in part at least, be attributed to 
the fact that no steps were ever taken by the 
Department to set up such a committee. We 
now publicly ask that the Department should 
appoint a consultative committee without 
delay. 

Again, we feel that the syllabuses. in 
mathematics cater exclusively for students 
who are specialising in mathematics, and 
ignore altogether the needs of students who 
desire sufficient training’ in mathematics to fit 
them for practical life. The examination

Cruelty to Cattle. 


The cruelty to animals which is so 
sadly prevalent in Ireland never will be 
checked, it seems, by appeals to conscience ; 
but perhaps the suffering subject creation 
will enjoy a respite when its masters 
begin to realise that cruelty does not pay. 
It has been said, again and again, that 
Irish beasts exported to Britain lose in 
value to the extent of one or two pounds 
a head owing to brutal methods of 
handling and callous neglect. To-day we 
publish pictures which demonstrate what 
havoc is wreught upon hides by the cruel 
goads used in our markets. Not until 
skins are in the hands of tanners and the 
hair is stripped away is the tattered state 
of thé hides revéaled. These striking 
photographs have been supplied to us by 
Mr. John Lowden, Secretary of the Hides, 
Leather and Allied Trades Improvement 
Society, of Liverpool, who is visiting Ire- 
land in order to urge the abolition of the 
cruel and injurious goad. We hope that 
Mr. Lowden’s appeal will be heard with 
attentive and sympathetic ears both at the 
Department of Agriculture and at the 
offices of the Irish Cattle Traders’ Associa- 
tion. The Society which he represents 's 
not a humanitarian body and ite plea is 
not put forward on grounds of altruism. 
Purely on account of the economic loss 
caused by thoughtlessness and brutality 
do our neighbours across the Channel send 
to usan anpeal for the use of more humane 
methods in our markets and yards.; This 
should persuade all concerned) that 
national interests are at stake. So long 
as Irish hides are mutilated Irish beasts 
will suffer in demand, and our overseas 
competitors will command the best prices 
and the surest sales. The suppression of 
the brutal handling of Irish cattle must 
be regarded as a prime step towards that 
larger command of the British market 


terested in Irish produce. Ireland will 
not prosper while her people are mean 
in pennies and foolish im pounds. Lack 
of social discipline and slackness of 
conscience permit enormous wastage in 
quality of stock exported, while miserable 
petty gains are sought by the continuance 
of the trade in worn-out horses. A corre- 


horse, exported from Ireland under this 
heartless system, standing in a stable 
awaiting slaughter, and showing all signs 
of having received neither food nor drink 
since it was sold in Dublin. ‘‘ When we 
entered,” says our correspondent, '' the 
horse went and smelt at the water-troughs 
and showed us plainly what he. wanted. 
We got him some water and he drank as 
if he would never leave off.’’ This gives 
us another vivid glimpse of the dumb 
suffering which is the fruit of Irish in- 
difference. If. the base gains of the traffic 
in worn-out horses were suppressed, the 
loss might be recouped ten-thousandfold 
by the substitution of the merciful electric 
goad for the savage instrument in use at 
present; for the value of the Irish hides 
would be enhanced and the prestige of the 
Irish cattle trade would be raised. 


. German Industry. 

Misleading impressions of the state of 
German industry prevai in these islands. 
When we learn that the output of the 
great industries is large and increasing, 
that factories are working over-time, that 
big British contracts are going to Ger- 
many, that labour’s hours are long and 
its wages low, we are apt to conclude that 
Germany was the.real winner of the war. 
The German stock exchanges, however, 
tell a different story. In its City Notes 
yesterday The Times described the present 
conditions of the Berlin Bourse, which are 
even less favourable than those of the 
London Stock Exchange. The affairs of 
the great Stinnes group are not prosper- 
ing, and a collapse of credit has been 
averted only through advances of fifty 
million gold marks by the consortium of 
banks.

An Irish Scholar. 
, The death of Mr. A. D. Godley, Public 


Orator at Oxford, which we announced 
yesterday, means an impoverishment of 


Moscow mill, ‘While Greece is unsettled ‘classical scholarship in Great Britain 


and Ireland. It is an impoverishment, 
too, which may not be repaired in our 
time; for’ the traditions of taste and 
elegant leisure that fructified in his work 
have fallen on evil days. Mr. Godley 
was one of those rare scholars who have 
been content to delight a very smal] com- 
pany with proof of the brilliancy, flexi- 
bility and wit with which a “ dead ”’ 
language can be adjusted to modern uses. 
As The Times says, “his facile and 
facetious command of Latin was astonish- 
ing.” As a tour de force shis. “ Fifth 
Book of the Odes of Horace’”’ is com- 
parable with Calverley’s translation of 
** -Lycidas,’’ and some of his English verse 
hardly falls short of Calverley’s. The 
orations in which he introduced hundreds 
of distinguished men for honorary degrees 
at Oxford revealed.a delightful gift of 
epigram, a Gallic neatness in the turning 
of compliments and an inexhaustible 
ingenuity in the finding of appropriate 
Latin for the most modern developments 
of scientific discovery and thought. Mr. 
Godley was the son of an Irish rector and 
learnt his Latin grammar at a private 
school in Dublin. ‘‘ He belonged.’’ says 
The Times again, ‘‘ to the tradition of 
Jebb and Butcher, of Tyrrell and of 
Sandys.’’ It is not a mere coincidence 
that three of these four names are Irish. 
It was no accident which made Kottabos, 
that flower of the gay scholarship of 
Trinity College, Dublin, famous among 
Europe’s epicures of classical felicity and 
neatness. Forms of culture take a subtle 
inspiration from the genivs loci; and, in 
learning as in war, the Irish qualities. of 
wit, daring and resource reach their 
highest perfection under the strictest 
discipline. 


NEW IRISH POETRY. 


BOOKS BY MR. RUSSELL’ AND 
MR. STEPHENS. 7 


Ireland's ts are making new verses. 
Two new volumes of Irish poetry have “just 
appeared—one by Mr. George Russell and 
the other by Mr. James Stephens. They are 
slender little books, but very interesting. 

“ A.E.'s'' new poems are all philosophic. 
Their graceful rhythms and apt epithets are 
not the expression of pure lyrical joy, but 
of grave meditations, sometimes verging on the 
didactic. They are called ‘voices of the 
stones,’* because, says the poet— 

Only the humble stones have kept 

Their morning starriness of purity 

Immutable. Being wunfallen they breathe 

Only unfailen life; and with my cheek 

Pressed to their roughness I had part regained 

My morning starrineas, and made these songs 

Half from the hidden world and half from this. 

The chief philosophical preoccupation of 
“ A.E.’s "’ thought is the Fall of Man. Thus 


‘in the poem *‘ Exiles,’” he sets his favourite 


conception of common folk as self-forgetting 
kings in lovely language :— 

The gods haye taken alien shapes upon them, 

Wild peasants driving swine 

In a far country. Through the swartliy faces 

The starry faces shine. 

This essentially Christian idea is expressed 
agein and again, though often under symbols 
not specifically Christian. In the present 
book “ A.E.’" avoids—save in a single line 
in the poem called ‘‘ Artistry ’’—allusions 
which in other works have been interpreted 
as identifying Christian revelation with 
pagan myth. Sometimes he rises to an 
apocalyptic confidence. Men are fallen, ana 
the clay has hidden the fire, he seems to say ; 
yet at the end all shall be restored. This 
second element in his thought gives us such 
beautiful poems as that called “ Promise.’’ 
which ends thus— 

The unattainable beauty 


The thought of which was pain 
That flickered in eyes and on lips 
And vanished again; 
That fugitive heauty 
Thou shalt attain. 


The lights innumerable 
That led thee on aid on, 

The Masque of Time ended 
Shall glow into one. 

It shall be with thee for ever. 
Thy travel done.

The long poem “ Michael,’ whicly closes 
this volume, is thought by. some to be 
“ A.E.'s” best poem ; but, perhaps, thatahigh 
place is given because of its comparative 
obviousness and its intimate reference in our 
times and their emotions. It simply narrates 
the thoughts of a lad, and tells how, when 
he— 

. . ,..,. Fead the Gaelic scroll 

It seemed the story of the soul: : 

And those who wrought, lest there shonld-fail -: 

From earth the legend of the Gael, 

Seemed warriors of Rtérnal Mind. 

Still holding in a world gone blind, 

From which helief and hope had gone. 

The lovely magic of its dawn. 

Perhaps, these lines, facile as lines by 
William Morris, have less of ‘‘A.B.’s”’ 
finest quality of earnestness...He is called a 
mystic, but his mysticism in his latest poems: 
is lucid enough. Its beauty is in.its intensity 
of conviction, and. men call it. mysticism. 
merely because it is an emotion not occupied 
with the flesh. 

Mr. Stephens’s new poems are but a slender 
sheaf, and some of them have appeared 
before. They are varied, ranging from 
grotesque invective, translations from Gaelic 
song, to what seem queer, “ futuristic ” &x- 

riments in pure sound, Those which are 

rom the  Iri do not ypepresent Mr. 
Stephens’s best work in “ reincarnation,”’ as 
he calls it; yet they are fall of character. 
He takes Geoffrey Keating’s poem, which 
begins— 
A bhean lin de. stuaim 
Coinnigh uaim da lamh— ; 
that sombre piece which has puzzled some 
eritics as work of a clerical writer, and he 
begins— 
O woman full of wiliness! 
A h for love of me von pine. 
Withhold your hand adventurous; 
It holdeth nothing, holding mine. 
The use of the form ‘“holdeth”’ gives just 
that antique touch of dignity proper to the. 
original, but we are doubtful whether to 
ccunt ‘the rendering a success. 

There are several pieces in a new form. 
The poet explains that letters accented ‘‘ are 
to be sounded for as long as is possible,”’ 
while unmarked words are to be said quickly 
and ended sharply. He gives even the num- 
ber of beats which are to be observed. It is 
said that a fine effect is got when the poet's 
instructions are observed; but we fear that 
his system cannot be conveyed by notation, 
end must be taught by the living voice. 
The poems written for this treatment, how- 
ever, excite the reader’s interest in the poet's 
aims, and make him curious to hear the 
words read as intended. There is no poem 
in this book of startling beauty like the 
“Lament for. Deirdre” or as charmingly 
quaint as the pieces about Seumas Beg; but 
“ Chill of the Eve” and “ The Rose in the

A Census of Wages.

The celebrations in connection with the 
Rhineland afillenary reathed their climax 
yesterday Jafternoon -during “the singing 
festival organised by the Federation of 
Riisnsh Male Choirs. 

On Saturday night a concert, in which ten 
picked choirs took part, attracted an audi- 
ence of 10,000 people.

** MYSTICISM.”’

A SPIRITUAL DYNAMO. 

Speaking before the Theosophical Society, in 
Dublin yesterday evening, the Rev. E. Savell- 
Hicks defined mysticism as “the art of get- 
ting into touch with regions which are 
normally beyond our reach.” We can only 
learn a little about the borderland of mysti- 
cism, just as we can only realise the existence 
of certain things in the material world by 
means of delicate scientific experiments, which 
show us things that are invisible to the ordi- 
nary human eyesight or intelligence. In all 
ages there is a great debt due to mystics, 
who, the lecturer said, are spiritual magnets 
drawing all men unto them. 

Mysticism cannot be approached in a spirit 
doubt or self-analysis ; these are fatal to any 
hope of getting a clearer understanding of the 
little that can be understood. It is still & 
matter for argument whether the voices heard 
by Joan of Arc were the result of mental im- 
pressions of a hundred different legends, or 
spiritual voices from the other world. The 
fact remains that she, an ignorant peasant 
girl, turned the world upside down with the 
power she derived from them. The. mystic, 
it must be acknowledged, is a spiritual 
dynamo, capable of collecting the scattered 
units of spiritual power into a great driving 
force. t Eastern mystic, of long ago, 
has said that the path of truth is like a razor 
blade, with peril on either side.

DESTROYED CHURCH. 


£21,000 ALLOWED. 


SEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE. 
The Re resentative bod of the Charch 
of Ireland claimed £37, 15s. 4d. com- 
pensation for the destruction of St. 
Thomas’s Church, Marlborough street, Dub- 
lin, and the contents thereof, during the 


fighting which occurred in Sackville street 


on July 16th, 1922. 

Mr. Phelps, for the applicants, said that 
they had tried to come to an agreement, but 
the State authorities had given an esti- 
mate for £16,590, which was to include re- 
building and fabric. In that they put the 
figure of £1,603 upon the walls and foun- 
dations, their contention being that the 
walls and foundations could be utilised, and 
that the only additional cost would be 
£1,603. If they took £1,603 from £16,590 
it would leave £14,987 as the reconstruction 
figure, which was reed to outside the 
walls, Therefore, the l contention was as 
to what additional sum should’ be awarded 
in respect. of the walls and foundations. 
The applicants said that the walls were un- 
fit to build on, and their estimate for them 
was 960, as against £1,605, which if 
added to £14,987 would bring the figure to 
£21,947, which, they said, was the recon- 
struction figure of the building. In addi- 
tion to that they asked, for furniture, 
£3,610 4s. Od. 

Mr. Charles H. Murphy, Architect to the 
Diocesan.

COUNTY CORK MURDER 


CHARGE. 


SECOND TRIAL OF SISTER AND 
BROTHER. 

Yesterday, at the Courthouse, Green atreet, 
Dublin, before Mr. Justice Hanna, K.C., and 
a jury, Cornelius O'Leary and his sister, 
Hannah O'Leary, were charged with the 
murder of their brother, Patrick O'Leary, at 
Kilkerran, Roscarbery, County Cork, on 
February 26th, 1924. 

At the trial of the prisoners last week the 
jury disagreed and a new jury were now em- 
panelled. 

Mr. William Carrigan, K.C., and Mr, 
Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr. Joseph A. 
McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 1. H. 
O’Donovan, Messrs. T. R. Wright and Son, 
solicitors) defended. 

Mr. Carrigan explained that the two pri- 
soners, their sister, who had since died, and 
their mother occupted a farmhouse at Kil- 
kerran. They were not on good terms with 
their brother Patrick, who slept in a barn, 
and on the 25th ot February, 1924, Patrick 
was last seen alive. On the 7th of March 
last and subsequently the dismembered body 
of the deceased man was found in various 
places amonyst furze bushes on the farm and 
in an adjacent farm. The prisoners explained 
the absence of their brother by saying that 
he went to Bandon horse fair with a colt, 
but that statement was false, because the 
colt still remained on the farm. 

Counsel said that the prisoners were charged 
with having cut up and disposed of the 
remains of the deceased man. The woman 
who since died (Mary Anne O'Leary) might 
also have had a hand in it. There was the 
strongest motive of all in this case. The farm 
had been willed to the deceased man. and 
the prosecution alleged that the prisoners, 
who were disinherited, with an Irish peasant a 
greed for land, murdered their brother and 
threw his body to the dogs. 

A number oí witnesses were examined and 
repeated the evidence given at the previous 
trial. 

The jury were locked up in Jury's Hotel 
for the night, and the hearing will be resumed 
at 10 o'clock to-day.

FREE TREATMENT IN BELFAST 
ESTABLISHMENT. 


The Ulster Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals has established a hospital 
for animals at Glengormley, near Belfast. 

At the half-yearly meeting yesterday the 
hon. secretary, in his report, stated that 197 
animals had passed through the hospital since 
May 1, as follows :--W¥ee treatment 82, stray 
dogs 37, stray cats 7, paying patients 25, dogs 
boarded 12, cats boarded 5, surgical opera- 
tions 14. Under the free treatment ticket 
scheme 308 animals. were treated—172 during 
the current half-year.
